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PREFACE. 

1 HIS CAT ALOG-UE is presented to the Society with a feeling that there must 
be, many inaccuracies in its Classification ; but to provide a remedy, an Alphabetical 
Index has been given, stating the number in the Catalogue of each work, so that by 
turning to this Index, the Work, if in the Library, will at once be found. The 
Works of Anonymous Authors of course cannot appear in this Alphabetical Index, 
but they will be found in the Catalogue itself under the heads of their respective 
Subjects. Various Trials of interest have been entered under the names of the 
parties tried, and those which are not so entered will be found under the heads of 
Trials, Civil and Criminal, in England and Scotland. 

It may be pleaded so far in excuse for any defects, that as yet there is no 
Catalogue of the kind in this Country. The nearest approach to one is GlarVs Bihlio- 
theca Legwm, or Caialogue 6f the Common and Statute Law BooTcs of the United 
Kingdom, (No. 781) ; but it is arranged alphahetically according to individual 
subjects, while it will be seen that the present Catalogue professes to give a general 
systematic Classification. Considerable assistance, so far as regards the Plan, has, 
however, been derived from a French Work — Bihliotheque choisie des livres de Droit 
qu'il est le plus utile d'acqiierir et de connaitre, par M. Gamus, a fifth edition of which 
was in 1852 published by the celebrated M. Dwpin, Aine. (No. 4.) 

There are various Alphabetical Catalogues, — i.e., Catalogues arranged alphabeti- 
cally according to the names of the Authors, with general Alphabetical Indexes of 
the subjects. Such a Work, by J. G. Marvin, printed at Philadelphia in 1847, 
is particularly referred to. It is No. 782, and is titled, ' Legal Bibliography, or a 
' Thesaurus of American, English, Irish, and Scotch Law Books, togethei; with some 
' Continental Treatises ; interspersed with Critical Observations upon their various 
' editions and authority.' Reference is also made to the London Sale Catalogue of 
Law Books (1853), No. 1359. 

In the present Catalogue the Works in each class have been entered according to 
priority of date, for' it is of importance to keep in view what is the latest authority 
in the Law. Farther, the Title-Page of each Work has been given at full length. In 
some of the older Works, the Title-Pages are of great length ; and perhaps it may

be thought that they ought to have been abridged, but as the present is an attempt 
at a Catalogue raisonne, it was considered right to allow the Author to describe his 
Work in his own words. 

In a number of instances the dates of the births and deaths of the Authors, and 
short notices of them and their works, have been given. It is hoped that these 
notices will be found interesting, if not useful. 

The English Reports have been arranged chronologically under the heads of the 
different Courts ; and as the Reports, as well as the Statutes, are often quoted accord- 
ing to the reigns of the Sovereigns, a Table of the Regnal Years has been given. 
A short account of the various Courts of England, and their jurisdiction and practice, 
has been attempted. 

A short account of the Scotch Courts is also given ; for, though not required by the 
Members of the Profession in Scotland, it may be of use to others into whose handsf 
this Catalogue may fall. 

Tables of the Reports of the Decisions in the Scotch, English, and Irish Courts 
have been given. There is also a short account of the Federal and State Courts in 
the United States of America, and there is a Table of the Reports of the Decisions 
in these Courts. 

A Supplement has been given, in which are inserted the Works which have either 
been purchased during the preparation of the Catalogue, or which were omitted. 
As purchases must be continually made to keep the Law Library up to the current 
Literature of the day, a farther Supplement will in time require to be made, in which 
the present should be incorporated. 

Lastly, a List of those Abbreviations, by which the Works are generally quoted, 
has been given. 

An apology has to be made for the delay that has occurred. The task was 
soon found to be greater than was anticipated, and it could be taken up only 
at intervals in Professional business ; besides, many books had to be selected and 
purchased to render this department of the Library complete under its various 
heads.' The Catalogue is far from perfect ; but it is humbly hoped that it will be of 
use, till replaced by one more complete and perfect. It is farther hoped that some 
Member ofthat learned Body, the Faculty of Advocates, will yet prepare a Catalogue 
raisonne of the very extensive and valuable Collection of Law Books in their 
Library. This would be a great boon not only to the Members of the Faculty, but 
to the Profession generally throughout Great Britain,— for it is of the nature of such 
a Catalogue to be serviceable for all Law Libraries.

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§ 4. Laws of Justinian. 

The Corpus Juris is composed of the Institutes, the Pandects or Digest, the Code and 
the Novells. The Constitutions of several other Emperors besides Justinian, the 
" Libri de Feudis," and some other matter, are generally added ; but these 
do not properly form part of the Corpus Juris. 

The Code was promulgated in a.d. 529 ; the Institutes on 21st November 533 ; and the 
Pandectson 16th December 533. In 534 Justinian suppressed his Codeof 629,and 
published another in its stead. He made many Laws posterior to this second 
Code, which were collected after his death, and' form the 4th part of the Corpus 
Juris, under the title of Novelte. 

These compilations were considered to be law till the reign of Basil the Macedonian, 
A.D. 867. He reconstructed the whole system in the Badlicorum, Libri LX, {kifra, 
No. 204,) written in Greek. These, though modified by successive Emperors, con- 
tinued to be the law till the taJting of Constantinople by the Turks a.d. 1453.

It is diificult, therefore, to make an exact 
classification, the one subject so running iuto the other. With this explanation, 
the works on Maritime Law will be first given, and then those on the Commer- 
cial Law.

The Public Statutes and the Judgments of the various Courts are quoted by the dates 
of the Kings' reigns. A Table of Eegnal Years, showing the commencement and 
termination of each reign, is therefore given. 

This Table is calculated according to the common and historical year, viz. — from 
the 1st of January j but the civil, ecclesiastical, and legal year for a long period began 
differently. Until the end of the 13th century it began at Christmas. In and after 
the 14th century it commenced on the 25th of March, and so continued, till, by 
Statute 24 Geo. II, cap. 23, (1751,) it was ordered to commence on 1st January 1753. 
Remarkable examples of the confusion produced in consequence of this, are afforded 
by two of the most celebrated events in English history. King Charles I is said by 
most authorities to have been beheaded on the 30th January 1648 ; while others, 
with equal correctness, assign that event to the 30th January 1649. The Revolution 
which drove James II from the Throne is stated by some writers to have taken place 
in February 1688 ; while, according to others, it happened in February 1 689. These 
discrepancies arise from some historians using the civil and legal, and others the 
historical year, though both would have assigned any circumstance happening 
between the 25th March and 31st December to the same years — namely, 1649 and 
1689. 

To avoid, as far as possible, the mistakes which this custom produced, it was usual, 
when speaking of any day between the 1st of January and the 25th of March, to add 
the date of the historical to that of the legal year ; thus : — 

8 i. e., the civil and legal year. 
January 80, 164^- . ^^ ^^^ historical year. 

Or thus : — January 30, 1648-9. 

This practice is frequently misunderstood; and even learned and intelligent 
persons are sometimes perplexed by dates being so written. The explanation, how- 
ever, is perfectly simple, for the lower, or last figure, always indicates the year accord- 
ing to our present computation. See the following work : —

Scotland was long before England in this reform. The year was ordered to com- 
mence on the 1st January instead of the 25th March 1600 by a Proclamation dated 
\he 17th December 1599. 

The Julian, or Old Style, was used in both countries till the foresaid Statute 24 
Geo. II, c. 23, (1751). The difference between the OldsLud. New Style up to 1699 was 
only ten days ; after 1700 it was eleven days ; and after 1800 twelve days j so that 
the 1st January 1800 of the Old, corresponds with the 13th January 3 800 of the 
-New Style. Russia is the only country in Europe which now uses the Old Style.

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LAWS OF THE COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 

The British Possessions Lave been acquired by Settlement or Colonization, and 
by Conquest. They are generally ruled by a Governor and a local Legislative 
Body. Their .Jurisprudence is formed of the Common Law and part of the 
Statute Law of England, and of the Enactments of their own respective Legis- 
latures. The Possessions which have been acquired by conquest have been 
generally allowed to retain the Laws which they enjoyed at the periods of their 
annexation to the British Crown. In Mr Burge's Commentaries on Colonial and 
Foreign Law, (No. 761, infra,) there is a Preliminary Treatise on the several systems 
of Jurisprudence which prevail in the British Possessions, and on the proceedings 
and practice by which the decisions of their Courts are reviewed on Appeal by 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. The right of Appeal is generally 
limited to Cases where the stake at issue amounts to or exceeds a certain fixed 
sum, — which is different in the different Colonies. 

The Islands of Guernsey, Jersey, Sark, and Alderney, and their appendages, which 
formed part of the Duchy of Normandy, are governed by the Coutume de Nor- 
mandie. Vide No. 360, swpra. 

The Isle of Man has a body of Laws peculiar to itself. 

British Guiana, comprising Demerara, Berbice, and Esequibo, and the Cape of Good 
Hope, and the Island of Ceylon, belonged to the Dutch, and were subject to the 
Roman Dutch Law — Rooms Hollamdsregt. — Vide Nos. 313, 314, and 315, mrpra. 
Lower Canada, St Lncia, and the Mauritius, belonged to France. Lower Canada 
and St Lucia were ruled by the Coutume de Paris, and the Mauritius by the Code 
Civil, vide No. 394, mpra. Trinidad, a Spanish Colony, was governed by the Law 
of Spain, vide Nos. 333 and 334, supra. These various Laws are still in force in 
the said Colonies, for they were allowed to retain their own Laws when they 
were annexed to the British Crown. 

The Possessions held by the British Empire before the year 1763 were acquired as Set- 
tlements. Their jurisprudence is formed of the Common Law and of the Enactments 
of their own respective Legislatures. Those in the West Indies are; — Barbadoes, 
settled in 1605, Bermudas in 1609, St Kitts in 1623, Nevis in 1628, the Bahamas in 
1629, Montserrat and Antigua in 1632, Jamaica in 165.5, Tortola and Anguila in 
1666. Those in North America are — New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Cape Breton, 
Prince Edward's Island, and Newfoundland, with part of Labrador, and the four 
Bermudas or Somers' Islands. They were established as Settlements soon after 
their discovery in 1497. 

The Colonies acquired by capitulation or cession, by the treaty of Paris in 1763 and 
subsequent to that date, are Upper Canada in North America, and Dominica, 
Grenada, St Vincent, and Tobago, in the West Indies. H eligoland, Malta, Gib- 
raltar, and Hong-Kong are not considered as Colonies. The Laws of England, 
as far as they are applicable to the situation of these places, rule in all cases of 
property, whether real or personal. 

In Sien-a Leone the Law of England is in force, with the addition of such local laws 
as its Legislative Body, consisting of the Governor and Council, may pass. It 
forms the rule also at Fernando Po, Cape Coast, and the Islands of St Helena and 
Ascension. The Civil Law constitutes the basis of the Jurisprudence of Malta. 

The Settlements of New South Wales, Van Diemen's Land or Tasmania, and 
Western and Southern Australia, are ruled by the Common Law and such Sta- 
tutes of England as are applicable to their circumstances. 

Lastly, there are the Settlements in the East Indies, where the Hindu Law obtains, 
altered occasionally by the Common and Statute Law of England.

V. — JUDGMENTS OF THE COURTS. 

(1.) Brief notice of the various Courts, their Jurisdiction and Practice. 

As there are three grand Divisions of the Law, — the Civil, the Criminal, and the 
Ecclesiastical, — so there are different Courts for administering them. 

CIVIL DEPARTMENT. 

This is administered under two distinct systems, and in separate Courts, viz. — those 
of Common Law and Equity. 

The jurisdiction of Equity was originally introduced to mitigate certain severities 
and to supply certain defects existing in the Common Law, from which relief could 
not otherwise be obtained. The following instances may be given, in which a Court 
of Equity affords relief of a nature different from that which can be obtained at law, 
viz. — 1st. Where it protects and enforces the execution of trusts ; Mly, Where it ad- 
ministers the estates of testators and intestates ; 3dly, Where it enforces the specific 
performance of contracts ; 4.tlily, Where it grants an injunction ; 5thly, Where it 
lends its aid to perpetuate testimony. 

1. Common Law. 

There are three Superior Courts of Common Law; — the Court of Queen's Bench, the 
Court of Common Pleas or Common Bench, and the Court of Exchequer. These 
Courts hold their sittings at Westminster, and they now, under the uniformity of 
process Act 2 and 3 Wm. IV, c. 39, possess co-ordinate jurisdiction in all personal 
actions between subject and subject. In modern times the number of Judges for a 
long period was twelve, giving four for each Court ; but in consequence of the increase 
of business, an additional Judge has been appointed to each of the three Courts. 
(11 Geo. IV, and 1 Wm. IV, c. 70, § 1 and 2.) 

All these Courts are Courts of Kecord. Courts of Record are the King's Courts in 
right of his Crown and dignity. No other Court has authority to fine or imprison : 
A Court not of Record is the Court of a private man, whom the law will not intrust 
with any discretionary power over the fortune or liberty of his fellow-subjects ; such are 
the Courts Baron, incident to every manor, and other inferior jurisdictions, where the 
proceedings are not enrolled or recorded, and the existence of said proceedings, and the 
truth of the matter therein, if disputed, is tried and determined by a jury. But Records 
being the rolls or memorials of the Judges, import in themselves such incontroUable 
verity, that they admit of no proof or averment to the contrary, insomuch that they 
are to be tried only by themselves ; — ^however, during the term wherein any judicial 
act is done, the Roll is alterable in that term, as the Judges shall direct. When the 
term is past, the Record admits of no alteration or proof that it is false in any instance . 
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The process, practice, and mode of pleading have been rendered more simple and 
speedy by two recent Statutes, viz. — 15 and 16 Vict., c. 76, (30th June 1852,) inti- 
tuled ' An Act to amend the process, practice, and mode of pleading in the Superior 
' Courts of Common Law at Westminster, and in the Superior Courts of the Counties 
' Palatine of Lancaster and Durham ; ' and 17 and 18 Vict, c. 125, (12th August 
1 854,) intituled ' An Act for the further amendment of the process, practice, and 
' mode of pleading in, and enlarging the Jurisdiction of, the Superior Courts of Com- 
' mon Law at Westminster, and of the Superior Courts of Common Law of the 
' Counties Palatine of Lancaster and Durham.' By the latter Statute many great 
improvements are introduced ; among others, it is enacted that the Courts may, by 
consent, try questions of fact without a Jury; they may, upon the application of 
either party, direct arbitration before trial ; important provisions are made regulating 
the proceedings in the trial ; the speeches to the jury ; affirmations and evidence to 
be admitted ; the oral examination of witnesses and of parties ; the recovery and 
admission of documents, &c., &c. 

Eules and orders have been issued by the Courts for carrying fully into effect the 
provisions of the said Statutes, and introducing new or altered Writs and Forms of 
proceeding. Vide infra, Common Law Procedure Acts o/'1852 and 1854, with Notes 
by W. A. Finlayson. 

Tlie Court of Qiieen's Bench. 

This Court consists of five Judges ; — a Chief-Justice, who is the Chief-Justice of 
England, and four puisne Judges called Justices. It possesses a superintendence over 
all the inferior tribunals of the country. It commands them by Writ of Mandamus 
to perform what the law requires ; and by Writ of Prohibition or Injunction to abstain 
from what the law prohibits ; by Writ of Certiorari it removes their proceedings to 
itself; and by Writ of ^rroj", oi False Judgment, it reverses their decisions. See 
Table of Reports, page 106. 

The Court of Common Pleas or Common Bench. 
This Court also consists of five Judges ; — a Chief- Justice, called the Chief-Justice of 
the Common Pleas, and four puisne Judges called Justices. It has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion in actions of Dower and Quare impedit. See Table of Reports, page 107. , 

The Court of Exchequer. 
This Court also consists of five Judges; — a Chief Baron, and four puisne Judges 
called Barons. It possesses exclusive jurisdiction in suits relating to the revenue of 
the Crown. It had formerly an Equity Jurisdiction, which was administered in the 
Court of Exchequer Chamber ; but this was put an end to by 5 Vict., c. 5, (1841). 
Before then the Reports of the Cases in Exchequer are stated to be either on the 
Pleas side or the Equity side. See Table of Reports, page 107. 

The Bail Court. 
This Court was constituted in 1830, under 11 Geo. IV and 1 Wm. IV, c. 70, § 1, 
whereby it was enacted that one of Ihe Judges of the Queen's Bench, Exchequer, or 
Common Pleas, might (while the other Judges of the same Court were sitting in 
banco) sit apart from them, for the purpose of adding and justifying special bail, &c., 
hearing and deciding matters on motion, and making rules and orders. It is only the 
Queen's Bench that has had occasion to avail itself of this provision. It has become 
usual in this Bail Court to move in certain cases for new trials, and in ordinary cases 
for writs of mandamus and of prohibition. If any doubt should arise in the mind of 
the Judge as to the propriety of granting such rule, he refers the party applying for 
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it to tHe Court of Queen's Bench. Should rules nisi be granted in any of the above 
instances, cause is generally shown before the four Judges. Cases of difficulty are, 
at the request of the Judge, sometimes re-argued before the whole Court. This is 
however only at the Judge's request, as the decision of the single Judge is conclusive 
in all matters brought before him. 

The four puisne Judges by turns, according to seniority, preside in the Bail Court 
for the space of a term. 

.A series of Eeports of Cases of Practice decided in this Court is published under 
the title — Practice Cases, or Reports in the Bail Court. These Reports in the first 
years contain also Cases of Practice decided in the Courts of Common Pleas and 
Exchequer. See Table of Reports, page 107. 

Nisi Prills Practice. 
This occurs in the three Courts of Common Law, in cases which are to be tried by 
a Jury. AH questions of fact ripe for trial by Jury were usually appointed to be 
tried at Westminster in some Easter or Michaelmas term, by a Jury returned from 
the county wherein the suit or action arose, but with this proviso, Misi Prius Jus- 
ticiarii Domini Regis ad Assizas capiendas venerint into said county. In modem times 
causes are tried before one of the Judges at Westminsterj and at Gnildhall in the 
City of London, during the vacations after each term ; and certain days are also ap- 
pointed for trying causes in term. Trials before these Judges received the name of 
Trials at Nisi Prius from the first words of the proviso : They are presided over 
by one of the Common Law Judges. By 15 and 16 Vict., c. 76, the course of 
proceeding is no longer connected with the proviso, but the trial takes place before 
the Judges of Assize without any such words. See Table of Reports, page 108. 

Court of Exchequer Chamber. 
This is now the Court of Appellate Jurisdiction. To it, writs of error lie from 
the Courts of Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer. It consists of the 
Judges of these three Courts. The judgment of the one Court is submitted to the 
review of the Judges of the other two Courts. A writ of error lies to the House 
of Lords against the judgments of this Court of Eeview. The Reports of these 
Judgments will be found in the Reports of the Cases of each of the Courts. 

2. Equity. 

High Court of Chancery. 

The system of Equity is administered in the Court of Chancery. This Court far- 
ther possesses a general jurisdiction with respect to the custody of infants. By the 
institution of a suit in Chancery in relation to his estate, an infant becomes a Ward 
of the Court. The Court takes the direction of his estate, and appoints a guardian 
for his person only. The Lord Chancellor is the guardian of all infants, idiots, and 
lunatics, and he has the general superintendence of all charitable uses in the kingdom. 

Anciently every species of equity jurisdiction was exercised by the Chancellor 
personally. In the time of Henry VIII, owing to the iucrease of business, a Judge, 
named Master of the Rolls, was appointed ; and at difierent times afterwards it was 
found necessary to increase the number of Equity Judges. A Vice-Chancellor, 
called the Vice-Chancellor of England, was appointed in 1813 by 53 Geo. Ill, c. 24; 
and two additional Vice-Chancellors were appointed in 1841 by 5 Vict., c. 5. These 

G 
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five Judges sit in separate Courts, and suits in Equity may be indiscriminately insti- 
• tuted before any of them. 

Another addition has been recently made by ]4 and 15 Vict., c. 83, which has 
appointed two Judges, called the Lords-Justices of the Court of Appeal in Chancery. 
This Court consists of the Lord Chancellor^ together with these two Judges, and pos- 
sesses all the jurisdiction exercised by the Lord Chancellor himself, so far as his judi- 
cial business in Chancery is concerned; without prejudice, however, to his right to 
sit alone as formerly. The powers of the Court may be exercised not only by its 
full body but by either of the Lords-Justices along with the Lord Chancellor ; or by 
botfi the Lords- Justices apart from the Lord Chancellor ; an appeal to this Court 
may be taken from the Master of the Rolls and from each of the Vice-Chancellors ; 
or the appeal may be taken to the Lord Chancellor sitting alone, in his proper juris- 
diction. From these appellate jurisdictions an appeal lies to the House of Lords. 
See Tables of Reports, pages 1 0.5 and 1 06. 

Great improvements have been recently made in the practice and course of pro- 
ceeding in the High Court of Chancery by the Statute 15 and 16 Vict., c. 86, (1st 
July 1852,) — particularly in regard to the examination of witnesses, and the decision 
of questions of law arising in Chancery cases, without requiring parties to proceed in 
the Courts of Common Law; — and by the Statute 17 and 18 Vict., c. 10, (10th 
August 1854,) intituled " An Act to make further provision for the more speedy and 
efiBcient dispatch of business in the High Court of Chancery." Various rules and 
orders have been issued by the Court for more effectually carrying out the provisions 
of said Statutes. Vide infra, Jarman's New Chancery Practice. 

3. House of Lords. 
The House of Lords is" the Supreme Court of Judicature in the United Kingdom. 
It has no original jurisdiction over causes. It has jurisdiction only in cases of appeal 
or proceedings in error, to rectify any injustice or mistake of the law committed by 
the Courts below . Each Member of the House has a right to vote ; but they generally 
leave the decision to be pronounced by the Lord Chancellor or other members of the 
House who have held the office of Supreme Judges. In all dubious cases the mem- 
bers refer themselves to the opinions of the Judges of England, who are summoned 
by writ to advise them, since, on their decision, all property must finally depend. A 
House may be constituted for the decision of Appeals by any three members. See 
Table of Reports, page 110. 

4. Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
In certain cases the Privy Council has judicial power, viz.-'— in Colonial causes, and 
in causes which arise out of, or beyond the jurisdiction of England ; in appeals from 
the Lord Chancellor in matters of lunacy or idiotcy ; in appeals from the Ecclesiasti- 
cal and Maritime Courts ; in applications to prolong the terms of patents for new in- 
ventions ; and in making orders in certain cases relative to copyright. As to Colo- 
nial causes the jurisdiction is both original and appellate. In causes of a certain 
amount there is an appeal to the Privy Council from the sentence of every Court of 
Justice throughout the Colonies and Dependencies of the realm. The judicial autho- 
rity of the Privy Council is now exercised by a Committee of Privy Councillors, 
called, the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council,- wha hear the allegations and 
proofs, and make their report to Her Majesty in Council, by whojn the judgment is 
finally given. See 6 and 7 Vict,, c. 38. 
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This Judicial Committee consists of the Lord President, the Lord Chancellor, and 
such of the Members of the Council as shall from time to time hold certain judicial 
offices enumerated in the Act, and all persons, Members of the Council, who shall 
have been President thereof, or Chancellor of Great Britain, or shall have held any 
of the above offices, the Lords-Justices of Appeal in Chancery if of the Privy Council, 
and any other two persons being Members of the Council, who may be appointed. 
No matter can be heard, or order or report made, unless in the presence of at least 
three Members of the Committee, exclusive of the Lord President for the time being. 
See Table of Reports, page 110. 



5. Inferior Courts. 

Court of Bankruptcy. 

The jurisdiction in matters of Bankruptcy was originally with the Lord Chan- 
cellor. The Court of Bankruptcy, as a separate Court, was established under the 
Statute 1 and 2 Wm. IV, c. 56, (1838). The Statute 1 2 and 13 Vict., c. 106,(1 849,) an 
Act to amend and consolidate the laws relating to bankrupts, the Statute 17 and 18 
Vict., c. 119, (1854,) are now the regulating Statutes, and are to be construed as one 
Act, and to be cited as " the Bankruptcy Act, 1854." 

The Court of Bankruptcy is a Court of Law and Equity, and a Court of Kecord; 
the Judges are termed Commissioners of Bankruptcy ; the Commissioners acting in 
London are at present five, but they are to be reduced to four. There are twelve 
Commissioners acting in the country districts, viz. Birmingham, Bristol, Exeter, Leeds, 
Liverpool, Manchester and Newcastle. Two Commissioners act in each of these 
districts, excepting Exeter and Newcastle, in each of which there is only one Com- 
missioner. 

The Court sits for the dispatch of business, daily, throughout the year. 

The Court has superintendence and controul in all matters of bankruptcy; and de- 
termines in any matter, so far as the assignees are concerned, relating to the disposal 
of the estate of the bankrupt, or relating to any acts by the assignees, or matters be- 
tween them and any Creditor or other person submitting to the jurisdiction of the 
Court, &c. &c. Until lately there was an appeal to such one of the Vice-Chan cellors 
as the Lord Chancellor should from time to time appoint to sit in bankruptcy, and 
all decisions and orders of the said Vice-Chancellor were subject to an appeal to the 
Lord Chancellor on matters of law and equity, or on the admission or refusal of 
evidence, and on such only. But since the Court of Appeal was reconstructed by 
the addition of two Lords-Justices, all appeals from the Court of Bankruptcy, or any 
of the Commissioners, are heard by the Lord-Justices. If the Lords-Justices deem 
any matter of law or equity brought before them by way of appeal, to be of suffi- 
cient difficulty or importance to require the decision of the House of Lrfrds, then and 
in such case the whole facts, whereon such question of law or equity arises, are stated 
in the form of a Petition of appeal, and carried to the House of Lords in like man- 
ner as other appeals. 

Every Commissioner, singly, exercises the jurisdiction of the Court. In London 
the bankruptcies are apportioned among the five Commissioners by ballot. The Senior 
Commissioner is Chief Judge. The Commissioners in the country constitute the Dis- 
trict Courts, those in London the Court of Bankruptcy. 
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Official Assignee. — The Lord Chancellor is empowered to name a number of per- 
sons, not exceeding thirty, being merchants, brokers, or accountants, who are, or have 
been engaged in trade in the cities of London or Westminster, or the parts adjacent, 
to act as official assignees. One of these persons is, in all cases, appointed by the 
Court of Bankruptcy to be the official assignee of each bankrupt estate, and his 
duty is to act with the assignee or assignees to be chosen by the creditors. The whole 
personal estate of the bankrupt, with the rents of the real estate, and the proceeds of 
sales, are possessed and received by such official assignee alone, save where other- 
wise directed by the Court; and until assignees are chosen by the creditors, he is 
deemed to be the sole assignee of the estate. 

Assignees. — At the first public sitting appointed by the Court, or at any adjourn- 
ment thereof, assignees of the bankrupt estate may be chosen, and aU creditors, who 
have proved debts to the amount of L.IO tod upwards, are entitled to vote in such 
choice, and the choice is made by the major part in value of said creditors. The 
whole estate of the bankrupt is absolutely vested in the assignees for the time, by 
virtue of their appointment, and they manage ajid realise the estate under the orders 
of the Court to which, in their conduct, they are subject. Almost every act by the 
creditors requires the sanction of the Court, and not as in Scotland, where the creditors 
have the sole management of the estate under the Trustee and Commissioners. 

The persons liable, as traders, to be made bankrupt, are enumerated in § 13 of said 
Statute. Where a person is not a trader within the meaning of the Statute relating 
to bankrupts, and so cannot be brought within the operation of that Statute, and is 
in consequence exposed to legal process, he may apply for protection by petition to 
the Court or District Court of Bankruptcy, and the Court will grant him that protec- 
tion on his making over his estate for behoof of his creditors, as under the Bankrupt 
Statute 5 and 6 Vict., o. 116, as amended by 7 and 8 Vict., c. 96. 

See Table of Reports, page 108. 

Court for Relief of Insolvent Debtors. 

This Court was established under 7 Geo. IV, c. 57. Insolvent debtors who are 
imprisoned may apply to this Court by summary petition for discharge, on making 
over to a Provisional Assignee the whole of their estate for behoof of their creditors. 
The Court, after hearing parties, may grant a Certificate of Discharge, or such other 
relief, on such terms and on such conditions as maybe deemed reasonable. This Act 
was amended by 1 and 2 Vict., e. 110, which is now the regulating Statute, as 
amended by 5 and 6 Vict., c. 116; 7 and 8 Vict., c. 96 ; 10 and 11 Vict., c. 102. Vide 
infra Macrae's Practice of Insolvency. 

The Court is a Court of Record. It consists of a Chief Commissioner and two other 
Commissioners. It sits twice a week in London; and the Commissioners, from time 
to time, make Circuits and give their attendance at the several Assise or other towns 
or places at which the prisoners shall be ordered to appear.^ Each Commissioner on 
Circuit exercises the powers of the whole Court. One Commissioner remains in London. 

Court of Admiralty. 

This Court was erected first of all by King Edward III. The Court is held before 
the Judge of the Admiralty ; it has jurisdiction to determine all maritime injuries 
arising upon the seas, or in parts out of the reach of the Common Law. The Judge 
has, besides, a special commission from the Crown to adjudicate on frize of war, and 
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power also to decide on questions of booty of war, i. e. prize on shore, — when specially 
referred to him by Her Majesty. Its proceedings are, like those of the Ecclesiastical 
Courts, according to the method of the Civil Law. It is not a Court of Record. 

Courts of Vice-Admiralty are also established in Her Majesty's possessions beyond 
the seas, with jurisdiction over maritime causes, including those relating to prizes. 

An appeal used to lie from the sentence of the Admiralty Judge to the Court of 
Delegates; and from the Vice- Admiralty Courts, either to the Court of Admiralty in 
England or the Sovereign in Council. By 2 and 3 William IV, c. 92, the appellate 
jurisdiction of the Delegates was transferred to His Majesty in Council; and by 3 and 4 
William IV, c. 41, § 2, all appeals in prize suits, and all other proceedings in the 
Courts of Admiralty or Vice- Admiralty Courts, or any other Court abroad, which 
might then be made to the High Court of Admiralty in England, or to the Lords Com- 
missioners in prize cases, were directed in future to be made to His Majesty in Coun- 
cil ; and by the latter Statute, and by 6 and 7 Vict., c. 38, it is enacted that the 
Privy Council shall refer all such cases to their Judicial Committee. See Table of 
Reports, page 108. 

County Courts. 

These were established by the Statute 9 and 10 Vict., c. 95, amended by 12 and ] 3 
Vict., c. 101; 13 and 14 Vict.,c. 61, and 15 and 16 Vict., c. 54. Their jurisdiction 
includes all personal actions, where the debt or damage claimed is not more than L.50, 
whether on balance of account or otherwise. Various actions are excepted, for which 
reference must be made to the Statute. By agreement of both parties, actions for 
debts and demands exceeding L.50, as also actions in which the title to land, or to 
any tithe, toll, or franchise, shall be in question, may be brought before the County 
Courts, but then the judgment of the County Court is final and cannot be appealed. 
No plaint entered in any County Court is removable into a Superior Court by any 
writ or process unless the debt or damage claimed exceed L.5, and even then only 
by leave of, and on the terms prescribed by the Judge of the Court in cases which 
shall appear to him fit to be tried in one of the Superior Courts. 

Each County is divided into a certain number of districts, and in each of these dis- 
tricts the County Court is held at least once in every calendar month. 

When the amount claimed exceeds L.5, a jury may be summoned at the requisi- 
tion either of plaintiff or defendant, to consist of five persons qualified to serve as 
jurors in the Supreme Courts, and they must be unanimous in their verdict. 

When the debt or damage claimed is above L.20, and not exceeding L.50, an ap- 
peal lies from the decision of the County Court Judge, upon any matter of law, to any 
of the Superior Courts at Westminster, and such appeal is to be heard in term time 
by the full Court, or out of term by any two or more of the Judges sitting as a Court 
of Appeal. 

A Periodical termed the County Courts Chronicle is published monthly. It con- 
tains Reports of the Judgments in these Courts, and also on appeal, and 
discussions as to various points of practice that occur. 



II. — CBIMINAL DEPARTMENT. 

1 . The High Court of Parliament. A Commoner may be impeached before the 
Lords by the Commons of Great Britain for high misdemeanours, but not for any 
capital offence. A Peer may be impeached for any crime. 
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2. The Court of the Lord High Steward of Great Britain is a Court instituted for 
the trial of Peers indicted for treason or felony, or for suspicion of either. 

3. The Court of Queeris Bench. This Court is divided into the Crown side and 
the Plea side, or Civil side, vfhich has been noticed, supra. On the Crown side, 
or Crown Office, it takes cognisance of all Criminal Cases from treason down to the 
most trivial misdemeanour or breach of the peace : Into this Court also indictments 
from all inferior Courts may be removed by Writ of Certiorari, and the manner of trial 
is either at bar, which rarely happens, or at nisi prius ; The Judges of the Court are 
the Supreme Coroners of the Kingdom, and the Court itself is the principal Court of 
Criminal Jurisdiction, though the two above-mentioned are of greater dignity. 

4. The High Court of Admiralty is not only a Court of Civil, but also of Criminal 
Jurisdiction. This Court has cognizance of all crimes and offences committed either 
upon the sea or on the coasts, out of the body or extent of any English County, and of 
death and mayhem happening in great ships being and hovering in the main stream 
of great rivers, below the bridges of the same rivers, which are then a sort of ports 
or havens, such as the ports of London and Gloucester, though they be at a great 
distance from the sea. ' 

By 46 Geo. Ill, c. 54, all offences committed within the Jurisdiction of the Admi- 
ralty may be determined according to the Common Law in any of Her Majesty's islands 
or dominions, under the King's Commission of Oyer and Terminer, as provided by the 
Statute 28 Henry VIII, c. 15. 

The trial of such offences in England is regulated by the Statutes 7 Geo. IV, c. 64, 
and 4 and 5 Wm. IV, c. 36 ; and 7 and 8 Vict., c. 2. The Central Criminal Court for 
offences committed in the metropolis and certain parts adjoining, of which the Judge 
of the Admiralty is one of the Judges, was established by the first of these Statutes; 
and by § 22 it is enacted that under any Commission of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol 
Delivery, to be issued under the authority of the Act, the Judges of said Court, or 
any two or more of them, may hear and determine offences on the high seas and other 
places within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty. 

By 7 and 8 Vict., c. 2, it is enacted that any Justices of Assize, Oyer and Terminer, 
or Gaol Delivery, may also enquire into and determine all offences so committed. 

5. Courts of Oyer and Terminer, and General Gaol Delivery, are held before the 
Queen's Commissioners (among whom are usually two Judges of the Courts at West- 
minster,) twice in the year in every county of the Kingdom, with the exception of the 
metropolis and its vicinity. 

There are eight Circuits; the Home, the Midland, the Norfolk, the Oxford, the 
Northern, the Western, the North Wales, and the South Wales Circuit. The Judges 
on their Circuit sit by virtue of four several authorities ; 1 . The Commission of the 
Peace ; 2. A Commission of Oyer and Terminer ; 3. A Commission of General Gaol 
Delivery; and 4. That of Nisi Prius, which has been mentioned supra. 

6. Central Criminal Court. By 4 and 5 Wm. IV, c. 36, a new Court was esta- 
blished for trial of offences in London, Middlesex, and certain suburban parts of 
Essex, Kent, and Surrey, called the Central CriminalCourt. The Judges are the Lord 
Mayor of London, the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper, the Judges of the Courts at 
Westminster,, the Judges on Bankruptcy, the Judge of the Admiralty, the Dean of the 
Arches, the Aldermen of London, the Recorder and Common Sergeant of London, 
the Judges of thp Sheriffs' Court there, any person who has been Lord Chancellor or 
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Lord Keeper, or a Judge of any of the Courts at Westminster, and such others as the 
Crown shall appoint from time to time. 

By § 2 it is enacted that the Crown may issne its Commission of Oyer and Termi- 
ner and Gaol Delivery to this Court; and the said Judges, or any two of them, shall 
hold a Session for London and Middlesex, and the parts of Essex, Kent, and Surrey 
before-mentioned, in the City of London or suburbs thereof, at least twelve times in 
every year, and oftener if need be.

The Court of General Quarter-Sessions of the Peace. 

This Court must be held in every county once in every quarter of a year, viz. — 
in the first week after the 1 1th October, the first week after the 28th December, the 
first week after the 31st March, and the first week after the 24th June. It is held 
by two or more Justices of the Peace, one of whom must be of the Quorum. 

There are many offences, which by particular Statutes belong properly to the juris- 
diction of this Court, such as the smaller misdemeanours and felonies, and especially 
offences relating to the Game Laws, Highways, Alehouses, Bastard Children, the 
Settlement and Provision for the Poor, Servants' Wages, and Apprentices. The proceed- 
ings may for the most part, unless guarded against by particular Statute, be removed 
into the Court of Queen's Bench by Writ of Certiorari, and be there quashed or con- 
firmed. The Reports of such cases decided ultimately by the Queen's Bench are 
published under the title of " Magistrates' Cases." See Table of Cases, page 109. 
, By 7 and 8 Vict., c. 71, in the County of Middlesex there are two Sessions or Ad- 
journed Sessions of the Peace every calendar month. The first Sessions in January, 
April, July, and October, are the General Quarter-Sessions ; and the second Sessions 
in January, April, June, and October, are the adjournment of the General Quarter- 
Sessions. The Assistant Judge of the said Court of Sessions is a Sergeant or Barrister- 
at-Law of not less than ten years standing, and in the Commission of the Peace for 
the county, and he presides at the hearing of all appeals, or the trial of all felonies 
and misdemeanours, and all matters connected therewith, and he holds his office during 
good behaviour. 

In many Municipal Corporations or Burghs there is also a Court of Quarter-Ses- 
sions of the Peace, having in general the same authority in cases arising within the 
limits of the Burgh. The Recorder of the Burgh is, by 5 and 6 Wm. IV, c. 76, § 105, 
the sole Judge, and he is thereby directed to hold such Court once in every quarter of 
a year, or at such other and more frequent times as in his discretion he may think fit. 



III. — ECCLESIASTICAL DEPARTMENT. 

1. The Archdeacon's Court. It is held before a Judge appointed by the Archdeacon 
of every Diocese, and called his Official. Its jurisdiction comprises the granting of 
Probates and Administrations, and Ecclesiastical causes in general arising within 
the Archdeaconry. From this Court an appeal lies to that of the Bishop. 
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2. The Gondstory Court of every Diocesan Bishop is held in their ' several Cathe- 
drals, for the trial of all Ecclesiastical cases arising within the respective dioceses^ and 
also for granting Probates and Administrations. The Bishop's Chancellor or Com- 
missary is the Judge, and an appeal lies from his sentence to the Archbishop of each 
province. 

3. The Court of Arches is a Court of Appeal belonging to the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, whereof the Judge, who sits as deputy to the Archbishop, is called the Dean 
of the Arches, because he antiently held his Court in the Church of St Mary-Ie-bone, 
(Sancta Maria de Arcubas,) though all the principal Spiritual Courts are now holden 
at Doctors' Commons. Hisproper jurisdiction is only over the thirteen peculiar parishes 
belonging to the Archbishop in London ; but the oflSce of the Dean of the Arches 
having been for a long time united with that of the Archbishop's prijiopa? Official, he 
now, in right of the last-mentioned office, receives and determines appeals from the 
sentences of all inferior Ecclesiastical Courts within the province. The principal 
Official of the Archbishop of York, in the same way judges in the Province of York. 
An appeal lies from the Court of Arches to the Privy Council. 

4. Tlie Court of Peculiars is a branch of and annexed to the Court of Arches. It 
has jurisdiction over all those parishes dispersed through the Province of Canterbury 
in the midst of other Dioceses, which are exempt from the Ordinary's jurisdiction, 
and subject to the Metropolitan only. An appeal lies to the Court of Arches. 

5. Tlie Prerogative Court is established for the trial of aU testamentary causes where 
the deceased has left bona notaiilia within two different dioceses ; in which case the 
Probate of WiUs belongs to the Archbishop of the province, by way of special pre- 
rogative. The Judge appointed by the Archbishop is called the Judge of the Pre- 
rogative Court. An appeal lies to the Privy Council.

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XVIII. LAW OF IRELAND. 



The Law administered in Ireland is the Law of England, with such modifications 
as have been established by special Statute. 

A List of the Law Books relating to Ireland is given in Clarke's Bibliotheca 
Legum, No. 781, supra. There are few Irish Law Books in the Library of the 
Writers to the Signet, and these consist chiefly of Collections of the Statutes in force 
in Ireland, and Digests of the Reports of the Cases decided in their Courts of Law. 
There are none of these Reports themselves, though some of them are Valuable, 
especially those of the Cases decided by Lord Chancellor Redesdale, Lord Manners, 
Lord Plunkett, Sir Anthony Hart, and Sir Edward B. Sugden. 

Ireland, though a conquered couptry, dependent on the Crown of England, retained 
a Parliament and Legislature of its own till the year 1801, when it was united to the 
Kingdom of Great Britain by the Statute 39th & 40th Geo. Ill, cap. 67. It is now 
represented in the House of Lords of the Imperial Parliament by 28 Peers, elected 
for life, and by one Archbishop and three Bishops, who sit annually according to a 
rotation of Sees j and in the House of Commons it is represented by 125 Members. 

There are the same Courts of Law in Ireland as in England, and the jurisdiction 
of these Courts is the same. There lies an appeal from their Judgments to the House 
of Lords of the Imperial Parliament, as the Court of last resort.

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XIX. LAW OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 



The greater part of the country now occupied by the United States was originally 
settled by emigrants from Great Britain. These emigrants brought with them the Laws 
of England. The various Colonies were formed under the authority of the British 
Crown, by Charters under which each had its own Legislative Assembly. The Laws 
which ruled in each Colony were, 1st, The Common and Statute Law of England, so 
far as applicable to its circumstances ; and 2dli/, The Acts of its own Legislature. 
(For someof these see Nos. 765-7, s?epra, and Nos. 1 413-17, infra.) When the Colonies 
declared their Independence, and formed themselves into Sovereign States, they did 
not abrogate or repeal the Laws which had previously been in force, but continued 
them, making only such changes by express enactment as their new circumstances 
required. With such exceptions, accordingly, the English Common Law is still in 
force throughout the whole of the States. The English Reports of Cases decided in 
the English Courts are immediately reprinted in the United States, and are quoted 
as authorities in their Courts ; and the Treatises on the English Law, and on the 
Commercial Law of England, are also reprinted, with annotations, pointing out 
the American Law where it differs, so as to adapt them to the American Law 
and practice. These editions, so annotated, are in many instances of great value. 
Since 1851 the English Law and Equity Eeports are incorporated in the United 
States Annual Digest. {Vide No. 1410, infra.) 

The States are an assemblage of Republics combined under a common head, by a 
written Constitution. This Constitution was established on 17th September 1787, by 
the common consent ; there were then thirteen States ; while there are now thirty- 
nine States. It lays down a general Law for the whole States, so far as regards 
their national and combined interests ; but each State has its own Constitution and 
its own Laws, CiWl and Criminal, which cannot be interfered with. Each State is 
indeed completely independent, except so far as it is bound, along with the other 
States, by the Laws enacted for Federal purposes. The powers not transferred by 
the Constitution to the general Government remain in the individual States as inde- 
pendent Republics. Thus the American people are under a double government, each 
member of which is independent of the other, and has its own allotted sphere. 

As there are a General or Federal Government, and also Governments of the dif- 
ferent States, so there are two different systems of jurisdiction, — the jurisdiction of 
the National Government^ and the jurisdiction of the Courts of the different States ; 
and there are separate Tribunals, Judges, and OflScers, for carrying these different 
Jurisdictions into practical effect. 
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I. — COURTS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The jurisdiction appertaining to the judicial power of the National Government is 
established by Art. 3, sec. 2 of the Constitution, the first clause of which is : — ' The 
'judicial power shall extend to all cases in Law and Equity arising under this Con- 
' stitution, the Laws of the United States, and Treaties made, or which shall be made, 
' under their authority ; to all cases affecting Ambassadors, other Public Ministers, 
' and Consuls ; to all cases of Admiralty and Maritime jurisdiction ; to controversies 
' to which the United States shall be a party ; to controversies between two or more 
' States ; between a State and citizens of another State ; between citizens of different 
' States j between citizens of the same State, claiming lands under grants of different 
' States; and between a State, or the citizens thereof, and Foreign States, citizens, or 
* subjects.' 

By Art. 3, sec. 1, it is enacted that • the judicial power of the United States shall 
' be vested in one Supreme Court, and in such Inferior Courts as the Congress may, 
' from time to time, ordain and establish.' 

The Supreme Court consists at present of a Chief Justice and six Associate Justices, 
who annually hold a Court in the City of Wasliington ; and they are appointed for 
life, or during good behaviour, by the President, by and with the consent of the 
Senate. 

Art. 3, sec. 2, provides that the Supreme Court shall have original jurisdic- 
tion, ] St. In all cases affecting Ambassadors, other Public Ministers, and Consuls ; 
and, 2d. In those cases in which a State shall be a party. In all the other cases 
before-mentioned the Supreme Court has Appellate jurisdiction both as to Law and 
as to Fact, with such exceptions and under such regulations as Congress shall make. 

Besides the Supreme Court, there are District Courts and Circuit Courts. 

The District Courts are the lowest in grade, and are held by a single Judge ap- 
pointed in each District. They Iiave an exclusive jurisdiction of all lesser crimes 
committed against the Laws of the United States within the respective districts, or 
on the High Seas, where the punishment to be inflicted is whipping — not exceeding 
SO stripes — a fine not exceeding ] 00 dollars, or imprisonment for a period , not 
exceeding six months, and also of all Civil Suits for penalties and forfeitures incurred 
under the Laws of the United States ; and they have a concurrent jurisdiction with 
the State Courts of such other Civil Suits as, under the Constitution and Law of 
Congress, may be brought in the Courts of the United States, — such as those 
brought by a citizen of one State against a citizen of another State ; or by an alien 
for a violation of a Treaty of the United States, or of a Law of Congress; or such suits 
as may be brought by the United States, or by any officer under their authority. 
An appeal lies to the Circuit Court, where tlie matter in dispute is of the value of 
more than 500 dollars, exclusive of costs. There is a District Attorney in each 
district, whose duty it is to prosecute all offences, cognisable by the Law of the 
United States, and to manage all Civil Actions in which the Executive is considered 
a party. 

Circuit Courts. — Each Circuit comprises several districts. Each Justice of the 
Supreme Court attends a certain Circuit, and, with the District Judge, forms a 
Circuit Court, which is held in each district of the Circuit. If these Judges differ, 
the opinion of the Supreme Judge is the rule. The places and times of holding the 
Sessions are changed from time to time. They are generally held at each place 
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twice a year. An appeal lies from the Circuit to the Supreme Court in cases where 
the matter in dispute, exclusive of costs, exceeds the sum or value of 2,000 dollars. 
Circuit Courts have exclusive jurisdiction of all crimes and oflfences, committed within 
the district, in which the Court is held, against the Laws of the United States, except- 
ing those cognisable in the District Courts, and of these they have a cowcMrre»< juris- 
diction. They have a concurrent jurisdiction with the Courts of the several States 
where the matters in dispute exceed 500 dollars, exclusive of costs, in the following 
cases, viz. — 1. Where the United States are plaintiffs ; or, 2. Where an alien is a party; 
or, 3. Where the suit is between citizens of different States; or, 4. Where the suit is 
under the Laws for protecting copyrights. 

Each State is one district for the purpose of holding District and Circuit Courts 
therein, with the exception of New York, Pennsylvania,' Virginia, Tennessee, 
Louisiana, and Alabama, each of which is divided into two districts. 

Beside these there are Territorial Courts, which are temporary, till the Territory 
becomes a State. 

As the Constitution was established by the common consent of the people, it can- 
not be altered, abrogated, or repealed by Congress, but only by the people them- 
selves. It has been therefore held that the ' Constitution is the Supreme Power,' 
and that ' any Act of the Congress which shall be, in the opinion of the Supreme 
' Court of the United States, contrary to the written words of the Constitution, is, 
' ipso facto, void and of no effect.' The Judicial power is therefore ' a distinct, 
' separate, independent, and co-ordinate Branch of the Government,' on which is im- 
posed the obligation of supporting the Constitution. This point, however, has been 
called in question ; but Judge Story, in his Commentaries, enforces it j and he en- 
forces the consequent necessity for an independent tenure of office by the Judges, 
during good behaviour. (Vide Story's Commentaries on the Constitution, No. 1399, 
infra.) The Judges themselves are subject to trial, by impeachment, for breach of 
duty. 

There are Reports of the Judgments in the United States Supreme Courts, and in 
the Courts of the First, Second, Third, Fourth, and Seventh Circuits, and also in the 
District Courts of Maine, New York, Pennslyvania, and South Carolina. 



II. — COURTS OP THE INDIVIDUAL STATES. 

Each State has a written Constitution of its own, with an Independent Legisla- 
ture. The Legislative Authority is vested in a General Assembly or Legislature, 
■which consists of a Senate and House of Representatives : This Legislature has gene- 
ral power to pass all Laws not inconsistent with the Constitution of the United 
States. Each State has a collection of its Statutes, and some of them have promul- 
gated Codes. The State of Louisiana has a system of Penal Laws, with a Code of 
Procedure, whiph has been much approved. No. 1425 ; and lately the State of New 
York has promulgated a Code of Procedure in Criminal Actions, No. 1420, and a Code 
of Procedure in Civil Actions, as amended in 1851 and 1852, No. 1421, which are 
highly worthy of notice. In the Preface to the latter, it is stated that ' this Code is 
' intended to embody the whole Law of the State concerning judicial remedies in 
< Civil Cases, and so supersede the third part of the revised Statutes, a portion of the 
' first and second, a large number of subsequent Statutes, and all of the Common

* Law on the subject of cml remedies.' By this Code Courts of Conciliation are 
establishedj by means of which it is stated that ' many of the actions now brought 
' for slander^ assault, and others of the like kind, may be avoided ; and by extending 
' the inducements to a compromise during a litigation, actions commenced may often 
' be settled before a trial.' 

It is farther stated in the Preface, that the purpose of the Legislature was to ' make 
' legal proceedings more intelligible, more certain, more speedy, and less expensive.* 
' Heretofore the records of the Courts have been sealed books to the mass of the 
' people. Though concerned in them as suitors, and participating in them as jurors, 
' they were repulsed by strange forms and technical language. If the Law could have 
' been administered with absolute certainty, without delay and without expense, yet if 
' it had been unintelligible to them, it would not have been satisfactory. In a country 
' where the people are sovereign, — where they elect all officers, even the Judges them- 
' selves, — where education is nearly universal, — ^it was not long possible to keep the 
' practice of the Courts enveloped in mystery. The Commissioners have never lost 
' sight of these considerations. In aiming at directness and efficiency, they have 
' aimed also at diffusing a knowledge of legal proceedings ; and there is, they trust, no- 
' thing in this Code, which any person of ordinary intelligence and education cannot 
' understand. And although the law of rights is a vast science, the accumulation of 
' numerous countries and ages, which it requires study and patience to learn, yet it is 
' believed, that the practice of the Courts is here set forth in such a manner, that no 
' person need have occasion to witness a legal proceeding, read a pleading, or render a 
' verdict, the meaning of which he does not comprehend.' 

The Code enacts, with regard to pleading, that ' the statement of facts constituting 
' the cause of action must be stated in ordinary and concise language, without repe- 
' tition, and in such a manner as to enable a person of common understanding to 
' know what is intended.' 

Each State has its own judicial system ; and in the majority of the States the 
Judges are appointed by the Electors of the State. In 185-3 the Judges were so 
elected in 25 States out of 31 ; in 22 of these they are appointed for short terms 
only : — In Connecticut, Vermont, and Georgia, they are elected annually. In some 
of the States there are Courts of Equity and Courts of Common Law as in England ; 
but there is no such distinction made in the State of New York. Both Law and 
Equity are administered together by the Courts of New York. In New York there 
are the following Courts : — 1. The Court for the Trial of Impeachments ; 2. The 
Court of Appeals ; 3. The Supreme Court, including the Circuits ; 4. The Superior 
Court of the City of New York ; 5. The Court of Common Pleas of the City of 
New York ; 6. The Courts of Oyer and Terminer ; 7. The County Courts ; 8. The 
Surrogates' Courts; 9. The Courts of Sessions ; 10. The City Courts of the Cities of 
Albany, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Hudson, Oswego, Troy, andUtica; 11. The Justices 
Courts ; 12. The Marine Court of the City of New York ; 13. The Police Courts ; 
and 14. The Courts of Conciliation. 

There are Reports of the Judgments in the different Courts of the various States, 
None of the State Reports are in the Library of the Writers to the Signet, but a 
number of them are in the Advocates' Library. There are, however, in the Writers 
to the Signet's Library, Reports of the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
Digests of the Decisions of their various Courts, — as well the Federal Courts as the 
Courts of the different States.

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The Law of Scotland, where not establiahed by Statute, is founded so far as regards 
land rights, on the Feudal Law, and so far as regards personal rights and actions, on 
the Civil or Roman Law. It differs very much from the Law of England. 

The Law of Scotland may be' divided into two heads — 1, The Common Law, or 
the Law established by the ancient and uncontroverted customs of the country, time 
out of mind ; and, 2. The Statute Law, or the Law established by Acts of Parlia- 
ment. These Statutes are, however, liable to desuetude, differing in this respect 
from the English Statutes, which, of whatsoever antiquity, remain ever in force till 
repealed. 

' Where our antient Law, Statutes, and our recent customs and practices, are defec- 
' tive, recourse is had to equity, as the first and universal law, and to expediency, whereby 
' the Laws are drawn in consequence ad similes casus.' — Staib, B. I, tit. 1, § 16. 

All lands in Scotland are held of the Crown as supreme Lord ; but they may be 
feued out by the Crown vassals, and again by their feuars, so > constituting a succes- 
sion of feus. On the death of the vassal, his heir must enter with the superior and 
make up a feudal title to the lands. This is different in England, where mortuus 
sasit vivum. Rights in land must be constituted by sasine, {nulla sasina, nulla terra,) 
and the sasines must be recorded in the Registers of Sasines. Farther, all deeds 
creating real burdens on land must be recorded in the same Registers ; and pre- 
ferences are determined by the priority of recording. The state of every landed 
property in Scotland can be ascertained with perfect accuracy by a search of these 
records, which thus afford complete security to persons transacting, whether as pur- 
chasers, lenders on bond or mortgage, &c. 

There are no separate Courts of Law and of Equity in Scotland as in England. 
The Courts are Courts of Equity as well as of Law. 

There are four Supreme Courts in Scotland, — three Civil and one Criminal ; and 
there are Inferior Courts, most of which exercise a criminal as well as a civil juris- 
diction. The Court of Session, Teind Court, and Court of Exchequer, are the 
Supreme Civil Courts. The Court of Justiciary is the Supreme Criminal Court. 
All the other Courts in Scotland are Inferior Courts. 

There was formerly a Court of Admiralty/ in Scotland. It had a jurisdiction both 
civil and criminal. In civil matters its jurisdiction extended to all maritime 
causes ; and in criminal matters the High Admiral acted as the King's Justice-General 
upon the seas. By 6 Geo. IV, c. 120, sec. 57, its jurisdiction in questions re- 
lating to prizes and captures in war, and the condemnation of vessels, was transferred 
to the High Court of Admiralty in England. By 1 William IV, c. 69, the Court of 
Admiralty was abolished, — its civil jurisdiction was transferred to the Court of 
Session and to the Sheriff-Courts, and its criminal jurisdiction to the Court of Justiciary 
and the Sheriff-Courts. 

There was also a Supreme Oonsistorial Court in Edinburgh, which exercised juris- 
diction over the whole of Scotland; and there were Inferior Consistorial Courts 
in the Counties. These were termed Commissary Courts. The Commissary Courts 
were anciently the Courts of the Commissaries or Delegates of the Clergy. The Com- 
missaries had an exclusive jurisdiction in consistorial cases, such as questions con- 
cerning the constitution and dissolution of marriage, separation a mensd et thoro, 
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and the confirmation of testaments. These Commissary Courts underwent many 
alterations by various Statutes. But by 4 Geo. IV, c. 97, 1 Will. IV, c. 69, and 
6 & 7 Will. IV, c. 41, they were abolished, and their jurisdiction, so far as regards 
actions and suits, transferred to the Court of Session and Sheriflf-Courts. Adminis- 
tration in regard to testate and intestate succession is vested in the Sheriffs of the 
Counties, where the deceased persons had their domicile, as Commissaries in said 
Counties ; and in the Sheriff of Edinburgh, when they die furth of Scotland. 

I. — SUPREME COURTS. 

1. TJie Court of Session. 

Originally, in Scotland, there was no permanent Supreme Court of Justice. Com- 
mittees were appointed by the three Estates of the Kingdom to sit on Appeals from 
Inferior Courts, ' super Judiciis contradicfis.' In the Parliament held at Perth on 
18th February 1369, a Committee was appointed ' ad ea que concernunt communem 
'justiciam,' viz. — Appeals, and Pleas and Complaints, which, of right, ought to be 
decided in Parliament. Each successive Parliament appointed its Judicial Com- 
mittee, or Dominos ad causas et querelas, who not only exercised an appellate juris- 
diction, but decided causes in the first instance. Their jurisdiction is in no respect 
distinguishable from that of the King's Council. In 1467 it was ordered by Parlia- 
ment ' that all Summondis and Causis that is left undecided in this Parliament sal 
' be decidit before the Lords of Counsaile ;' and accordingly, causes that commenced 
in the one Court frequently were disposed of in the other. The proceedings of the 
Judicial Committee of Parliament are printed in a separate volume, embracing the 
reign of James III and James IV, under the Title oi Acta Dominorum Auditorum 
ad causas et querelas audiendas electorum 1466-1494, {Vide No. 1507, infra). The 
parallel Judicial proceedings of the Lords of Council are also comprised in a volume 
entitled Acta Dominorum Goncilii', 1478-1495, {Tide No. 1508, infra'). See on this 
subject. Preface to Thomson's Edition of the Acts of Parliament, Noi 1483, infra, 
pages 11 and 12. 

The Court of Session was at last established in 1532 after the model of the Parlia- 
ment of Paris. It consisted originally of fifteen Judges, (seven Churclimen, seven 
Laymen, and a President, also a Churchman,) who aat in one Court. It now 
consists of thirteen Judges nominated by the Crown, called Senators of the College 
of Justice, viz. — The Lord President, the Lord Justice-Clerk, and eleven other 
Lords. The Lord President and three Lords form the First Division ; the Lord 
Justice-Clerk and three Lords form the Second Division. These two Divisions 
have co-ordinate jurisdiction, and three Judges in each are a quorum. The remain- 
ing five Lords are called Lords Ordinary, and each officiates by himself in separate 
chambers in the Outer (Court) House. AH litigated cases are first brought before one 
or other of the Lords Ordinary, and the party bringing the suit has the power to 
select the Lord Ordinary and the Division. The Judgments of the Lord Ordinary 
are subject to the review of the Division so selected. Tbe Lords Ordinary, from 
sitting in Chambers in the Outer-House, are called Outer-House Judges ; while the 
Lords of the two Divisions, who sit in two Inner-Houses, are termed Inner-House 
Judges. 

The Court of Session has an almost universal jurisdiction in civil causes. In one 
class of causes its jurisdiction is exclusive of all Inferior Jurisdictions, such as 
declarators of real property, competitions of heritable rights, provings of the tenor. 
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reductions of decrees or of writings, and all other rescissory actions, judicial sales of 
the estates of minors and bankrupts, &c. In another class of causes, such as advoca- 
tions and suspensions, the Court exercises an appellate jurisdiction in reviewing the 
judgments pronounced by the Inferior Courts. In all civil actions which fall under 
neither of these classes, the' jurisdiction of the Court of Session is concurrent with 
that of the Judge Ordinary (of the bounds, viz. — ^the Sheriff of the County, or the 
Magistrates of the Royal Burgh, where the case occurs), unless otherwise declared by 
Statute. This Court has also power to set aside or suspend the sentences of all Inferior 
Courts in civil causes, unless expressly excluded by Statute ; and it can review its 
own Judgments by way of Suspension and Reduction. Its Judgments are subject 
to review by the House of Lords only. 

The Court of Session, as a Court of Equity as well as of Law, frequently exer- 
cises an equitable jurisdiction, by giving aid to those who could have no remedy by 
strict Law. This power, which is called the nobile officium, is inherent in the supreme 
judicatory of every State, unless separate Co^urts are established for law and equity, 
as in England, where the Court of Chancery modifies the strict proceedings of the 
Courts^ of Common Law. 

The Court of Session has also a criminal jurisdiction in certain cases, which, how- 
ever, is rarely exercised. 

Bill Chamber, — The jurisdiction of the Court in regard to all summary matters of 
possession, such as Interdicts, Suspension of Diligence, &c., is exercised by the Lord 
Ordinary on the Bills. During Session the junior Lord Ordinary ofHciates as Ordi- 
nary on the Bills, and in vacation the oflSce is exercised by those of the Judges who 
are not Justiciary Judges, in rotation, each for a fortnight at a time. Applications 
for the sequestration of the estates of bankrupts, under the Bankrupt Statute, are 
made to the Lord Ordinary on the Bills, and all applications to the Court, which are 
competent, during vacation, are made to said Lord Ordinary. The Interlocutors of 
the Lord Ordinary on the Bills are subject to review of the Inner-House by 
Reclaiming Note. 

Jurff Trial. — Trial by Jury existed at an early period in Scotland, and it formed 
part of the ordinary procedure both in the Civil and Criminal Courts ; but after the 
institution of the Court of Session in 1532, it fell into disuse in the Civil Courts. By 
55 Geo. Ill, c. 42, (2d May 1815,) Trial by Jury in civil causes was again introduced. 
By the 59 Geo. Ill, c. 55, its sphere was considerably enlarged, and it was^ further 
enlarged and altered by 6 Geo. IV, c. 120. Under those Statutes the trial was con- 
ducted in a separate Court, having Judges and OEScers peculiar to itself. But by 
1 Will. IV, c. 69, this separate establishment was done away, and Trial by Jury in 
civil causes united with, and declared to form part of, the ordinary administration 
of justice in the Court of Session. By 13 & 14 Vict., c. 36, important changes were 
introduced. The Lord Ordinary, before whom the cause depends, is appointed to 
preside at the trial, when such trial takes place during Session. The Lords Ordinary 
are empowered to try special facts without a Jury, and without adjusting an Issue ; 
and, of consent of parties, to try Issues in any cause without a Jury ; and of con- 
sent of parties, the Issue in any cause may be tried before the Lord Ordinary 
or the Court, by any one arbiter, or by any three, five, or seven arbiters, sitting as 
a Jury. 

Trials generally take place in Edinburgh, where, during Session, the Lords Ordi- 
nary try the causes respectively depending before them, — and during vacation the 
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Lord President and the Lord Justice-Clerk try the causes helonging to their respec- 
tive Divisions. For the convenience of parties, however, civil causes are frequently 
appointed to be tried at the Circuit Towns, either by one of the Judges of the Court 
of Session, specially authorised to do so, or by one of the Justiciary Judges on Circuit. 

Jury Trial has, from time immemorial, been the regular and constitutional mode of 
trial in the Court of Justiciary. It is now also the ordinary mode of trial in all im- 
portant criminal cases in the Sheriff-Court. 

In civil Jury Causes, in Revenue cases before the Court of Exchequer, and in 
cases of High Treason, the number of the Jury is twelve. In cases of High Treason 
the Jury are required to be unanimous in their verdict. Until recently the Jury 
were also required to be unanimous in Civil cases; but, by 17 <fe 18 Vict., c. 59, 
it is enacted that where the Jury shall not agree in their verdict, after having been 
kept in deliberation for a period of six hours, they may return a verdict by a majority 
of nine. In Criminal cases the number of the Jury is fifteen, and the verdict is 
determined by the majority. 

2, Teind Court. 

The powers of this Court were exercised, previous to the Union, by a Commission 
of Parliament, styled The Commission for the Plantation of Kirks and Valuation of 
Teinds. This Commission had power to plant churches, to modify stipends, to 
value and sell tithes, and to unite small and divide large parishes. By 1707, c. 9, 
these powers were transferred to the Lords of Council and Session as Commissioners 
for the plantation of Kirks and valuation of Teinds. The Teind Court is, however, 
distinct from the Court of Session, having a special jurisdiction of its own, and a 
separate establishment of Clerks and Officers. The Court originally consisted of the 
whole fifteen Judges, who sat in one chamber. But by 2 & 3 Vict, c. 56, sec. 8, 
it is enacted that the Judges of the two Divisions of the Inner-House, along with the 
Lord Ordinary of the Teinds for the time, shall constitute the Court of Commissioners 
for Teinds ; and that any five of the said Judges shall be a quorum, — the Court 
having power to order causes of importance or difficulty to be heard before all the 
Judges of the Court of Session, and to obtain their opinion thereon, in like manner 
as in ordinary causes depending before either Division of the said Court. The Teind 
Court, consisting of the above Judges, sit in the Inner-House hearing Teind Causes 
every second Wednesday during Session ; and the second junior Lord Ordinary, who 
is constituted Lord Ordinary of the Teinds, sits in the Outer-House hearing Teind 
Causes one day every week during Session. All causes are proceeded in as nearly 
as possible according to the forms prescribed in the Court of Session. The Judg- 
ments of this Court are subject to review by the House of Lords. 

3. Court of Exchequer. 

The Scottish Court of Exchequer was originally the King's Revenue Court. By 
6 Anne, c. 26, that Court was abolished, and a new Court of Exchequer erected, con- 
sisting of the Lord High Treasurer of Great Britain, and a Chief Baron, with four 
other Barons of Exchequer. This new Court had an exclusive jurisdiction conferred 
upon it as to the duties of Customs, Excise, or other revenues appertaining to the 
King or Prince of Scotland, and as to all honours, estates, forfeitures, and penalties 
arising to the Crown within Scotland, which matters the Barons of Exchequer were 
under certain limitations, authorised to determine, either in law or equity by the forms 
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of procedure used intlie EnglishCourt of Exchequer. This new Court was also invested 
with the powers which belonged to the ancient Scottish Court of Exchequer, in virtue 
of which the Barons were entitled to pass the accounts of Sheriffs, or other officers, 
■who had the execution of writs issuing from, or returnable to, the Court of Exchequer, 
and to receive resignations, and pass signatures, tutories, and other gifts. By 
Statutes 2 & 3 Wm. IV, c. 103, and c. 112 ; 3 Wm. IV, o. 13, and 3 & 4 Wm. IV, 
c. 69, the hereditary Land Revenues of the Crown in Scotland were placed under 
the management of the Commissioners of Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works 
and Buildings, in England and Ireland; and the Public Taxes, such as the Customs 
and Excise, Assessed Taxes, and Land Taxes, were placed under the management of 
the Commissioners of the Treasury : but the legal jurisdiction of the Court was ex- 
cepted from the operation of the Act, and it was declared that all debts, duties, 
revenues, fines, penalties, and forfeitures, should continue to be sued for as before. 
By 1 Vict, c. 65, and 2 & 3 Vict., c. 36, the powers and duties of the Court of 
Exchequer, as exercised by the Barons, were transferred to the six Judges of the 
Court of Session, who were not Judges of the Court of Justiciary- In terms of 
the last-mentioned Statute and relative Act of Sederunt, these duties are now dis- 
charged by two of the six Judges sitting as the Court of Exchequer, successively 
and in rotation, for the period of one year, — one of the said Judges being authorised 
to act in the absence of the other. The two Judges officiating for the time are also 
empowered to take the opinion of the other Judges of the Court of Exchequer in ques- 
tions of importance and difficulty, and they are required to give effect to the same. 
The- Judgments of this Court are subject to review by the House of Lords. 

While these pages are passing through the press, there is a Bill before Parliament 
for abolishing the Court of Exchequer and transferring its jurisdiction to the Court 
of Session. 

4. Court of Justiciary. 

This is the Supreme Criminal Tribunal of Scotland. This Court was established 
by the Act 1672, c. 16, and is composed of the Lord Justice- General, Lord Justice- 
Clerk, and five of the Lords of Session, called Lords Commissioners of Justiciary. 
It is divided into the High Court and Circuit Courts of Justiciary. The High Court 
aits in Edinburgh, and is presided over by the Lord Justice-General or Lord Justice- 
Clerk, or, in their absence, by one of the Justiciary Judges — three Judges forming a 
quorum. There are three Circuits — ^the north, south, and west, — each of which is 
attended by two of the Justiciary Judges, who hold Circuit Courts twice a-year, 
during the spring and autumn vacations, in the principal towns in Scotland. There 
is also the Winter Circuit in Glasgow, which is held by two of the Judges during 
the Christmas vacation. 

The Lord-Advocate, who is the Public Prosecutor for all crimes committed in 
Scotland, is the party in whose name and at whose instance the prosecutions in the 
Justiciary Court generally proceed. He is assisted by the Solicitor-General and four 
Advocates-Depute, who are appointed by himself. The proceedings in the High Court 
are generally conducted on the part of the Crown by the Lord- Advocate or Solicitor- 
General, and one of the Advocates-Depute. The proceedings on Circuit are conducted 
by the other three Advocates-Depute, each of whom attends one of the three Circuits. 
A private party may also prosecute in the Justiciary and Inferior Criminal Courts. 

The jurisdiction of this Court extends generally to all crimes committed within 
Scotland, whether of the highest or lowest degree ; and to all persons within the 
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Kingdom, whether natives or foreigners. This Court has an exclusive jurisdiction 
in the four Pleas of the Crown, viz., — murder, robbery, rape, and fire raising. 
It has also jurisdiction in cases of falsehood and forgery, when remitted 
from the Court of Session ; and in various other cases. It is the only Court which 
has power to pronounce a sentence of transportation. It has also the exclusive 
power of providing a remedy for all extraordinary or unforeseen occurrences in 
the course of criminal business, whether before the Court of Justiciary or any other 
Court. It has likewise the power of reviewing the sentence of all inferior Criminal 
Courts in Scotland, — this being done by way of Advocation, Suspension, or Appeal. 
The Judgments of the Court of Justiciary are final, there being no appeal from its 
decisions to the House of Lords or to any other Court. 

The Crown has been in the practice of nominating at various times special Com- 
missions of Oyer and Terminer, for trying cases of High Treason. English Judges, 
along with Scotch Judges, have been appointed on these Commissions. 



II. TNFEfilOR COURTS. 

1. Sheriff Courts. 

These are Courts held in the different Counties or Sheriffdoms of Scotland. The 
Judges are termed Sheriff-Deputes. They are Advocates practising before the Court 
of Session, and they are appointed by the Crown. The Sheriff-Deputes have the power 
of appointing Substitutes, (subject to the approval of the Lord President and Lord 
Justice-Clerk). The Sheriff's jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, was in ancient 
times nearly as ample within his own territory as that of the Supreme Courts of 
Session and Justiciary over the whole Kingdom. The ordinary Civil jurisdiction of 
the Sheriff, as it stands at present, extends to all personal actions founded on con- 
tract or obligation, without limit as to amount in value ; to actions of forthcoming 
and of poinding of the ground ; to all possessory actions ; to various Admiralty 
and Commissary cases ; to all brieves issuing from the Chancery ; and generally, 
to all civil matters within his Sheriffdom which are not by special law or custom 
appropriated to other Courts. 

By 10 & 11 Vict., c. 47, a Sheriff of Chancery was appointed, and a jurisdiction 
conferred upon him and the Sheriffs of Counties with regard to the Services of 
Heirs, viz. — General Services, for establishing the propinquity of the heirs to their 
deceased ancestor ; and Special Services, for establishing this propinquity, and the 
special lands or property, which belonged to the deceased, and to which they succeed 
in virtue of that propinquity. By the said Act it was provided that Services 
shall proceed by Petition either to the Sheriff of the County or the Sheriff of 
Chancery, except in General Services, when the deceased had. no domicile in Scotland, 
and in Special Services, when the lands are situated in different Counties, — in both 
of which cases, the Petition must be presented to the Sheriff of Chancery alone. 

By 1 Vict., c. 41, (entituled the Small Debt Act,) and 16 & 17 Vict., c. 80, a juris- 
diction was conferred on Sheriffs, io'ity all causes in a summary way, where the debt, 
demand, or penalty, does not exceed L.12 sterling. 

By the Reform Act, (2 & 3 Wm. IV, c. 65,) each Sheriff is ordered to hold a Court 
in his County annually, for examining and deciding upon all claims for the registra- 
tion of electors within the County; and from his judgment there is an appeal to the 
Registration Appeal Court of the District, the Judges of which are the Sheriffs who 
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attend the Circuit Court of Justiciary for the District. This Registration Appeal 
Court is held annually in the Circuit Town for the District. 

The Sheriff's Criminal jurisdiction extends to all offences committed against the 
King's peace, such as assault, mobbing, bearing unlawful weapons, and hamesucken ; 
to the crimes of theft, fraud, swindling, and breach of trust; perjury, breaking prison, 
sedition, bigamy, and many other crimes. The Sheriff has also a jurisdiction in most 
questions of public police; and he has a cumulative jurisdiction with Justices of the 
Peace in all riots and breaches of the peace ; and generally, the Sheriff's jurisdic- 
tion, as Judge ordinary, extends to all offences committed within his bounds, except 
in so far as his power has been abrogated by custom or restrained by Statute. 
Criminal prosecutions in the Sheriff- Court are carried on at the instance, or with 
the concurrence of, the Procurator-Fiscal. This Officer is appointed by the Sheriff ; 
but he is subject to the control of the Crown Counsel, and acts under their advice 
in all cases of difficulty. 

2. Justice of the Peace Courts. 

These are the Courts of Justices of the Peace, who are Magistrates appoint- 
ed by Royal Commission for the special purpose of keeping the peace within cer- 
tain districts. The general jurisdiction of Justices relates to the preservation of 
the peace. But they have power to judge in questions concerning contracts 
of service, servants' wages, the aliment of natural children, and the regulation of 
highways. They have jurisdiction to try Small Debt causes in a summary way, when 
the debt or demand does not exceed L.5 sterling; and they have likewise a jurisdic- 
tion in certain cases connected with the Customs and Excise, and in various other 
matters. The Justices — two of whom make a quorum — ^hold Common Courts at any 
time and in any place within their district, which are called Special or Petty Sessions. 
They also hold Statutory Meetings four times in the year, which are called Quarter- 
Sessions. At these quarterly Courts, which are held at the head Burgh of the 
County, the Justices have the power of reviewing such sentences pronounced in the 
Special Sessions, as are of a nature subject to review. 

' 3. Burgh Courts. 

These are the Courts of Royal Burghs, of which there are sixty-six in Scotland, 
and Burghs of Barony and Regality. Magistrates of Burghs, though not Royal, 
have cognisance of debts, and of questions of possession between the inhabitants ; and 
it is generally held that Magistrates of Royal Burghs have as extensive a civil juris- 
diction within the Burgh as the Sheriff has in his territory. Their criminal jurisdic- 
tion has latterly been much abridged. Many of the greater Burghs have however 
an express right of Sheriffship granted to them, which confers upon their Magistrates 
a cumulative jurisdiction with the Sheriff in all criminal matters within their bounds. 
But without such a grant, the Magistrates of every Boyal Burgh have the care of 
the king's peace within their bounds, and have cognisance of the minor offences 
against the police or good order of the Burgh. 

Dean of Guild Court. — This is the Court of the Dean of Guild, who is the Magis- 
trate of a Royal Burgh, at the head of the Merchant Company. The jurisdiction 
of this Court is principally confined to the regulation of buildings within the Royalty, 
the removal of ruinous houses, the prevention of obstructions in the streets, and the 
regulation of weights and measures. 
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4. Barony Court. 
This is the Court of the Barons, whose lands have been erected by the King in 
liberam haroniam. The Baron had anciently an extensive civil and criminal juris- 
diction within is barony. But by 20 Geo. II, c. 43, his civil jurisdiction is reduced 
to the power of levying his rents from liis vassals and tenants, of condemning them 
in mill services, and of judging in causes where the debt and damages do not exceed 
forty shillings sterling. His criminal jurisdiction is by the same Statute limited to 
assaults, batteries, and other smaller offences, which may be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty shillings sterling, or failing recovery thereof, by one month's 
imprisonment. 

5. High Constable of Scotland. 

The High Constable of Scotland had no fixed territorial jurisdiction, but followed 
the Court, and had, jointly with the Marischal, the cognisance of all crimes com- 
mitted within two leagues of it. By 20 George II, c. 43, all heritable Constabularies 
were abolished, except the oflSce of High Constable. 

6. Lyon King of Arms. 

This Officer has jurisdiction generally in all matters relating to the arms and 
ensigns-armorial of persons within Scotland. He has power also to fine Messengers 
for a misdemeanour, and he may also deprive or suspend them by the advice of the 
Court of Session. 

III.— HOUSE or lORDS. 

The House of Lords, as coming in place of the Scotch Parliament, has, since the 
Union, been the Court of last resort, to which Appeals lie from all the Supreme Civil 
Courts of Scotland. This Court has no original jurisdiction over Scotch cases.
